Waefeing ton, Jnlv 88.—Strong repre­ 
sentations, the moet drastic in phrase­ 
olog y th at have boon m ade since the 
present A m erican adm inistration came 
Into iw w r w ere made to the H uerta 
g overnm ent In Mexico. 
The United States g overnm ent de­ 
m anded not only the prom pt arrest, 
court m artial and punishm ent of the 
Mexican 
federal 
soldiers who shpt 
C harles D. Dixon, an Am erican immi­ 
g ration official at Juarez, Mex., Sat­ 
urday , but the im m ediate release of 
C harles Hissel and Bernard McDonald, 
mining m anag ers, im prisoned by fed­ 
eral soMiers at C hihuahua City , and 
said to be threatened with execution. 


Situation Reg arded Serious. 
So serious w ere these Incidents re­ 
g arded in official circles that they 
overshadowed larg ely the policy which 
the visit of A m bassador H enry lg ine 
W ilson had broug ht to a climax. 
Am bassador Wileon declined to dis­ 
cuss the affair. 
The president had Am bassador W il­ 
son’s lrmg report in hand, studied It 
carefully , and after an early confer­ 
ence with Mr. Bry an will be prepared 
to inq uire of the am bassador what 
rem edies he would sug g est. 
In the m eantim e the am bassador 
would g ive no inkling of the recom­ 
m endation he has In mind bey ond the 
g eneral statem ent that his plan would 
conserve the friendly relations be­ 
tw een Mexico and the United States 
and protect, likewise, the interests of 
A m ericans In the Southern republic. 
The am bassador’s long experience 
w ith outbursts ag ainst American citi­ 
zens, such as those ag ainst which the 
American g overnm ent lodg ed a pro­ 
test. will m ake him an im portant fac­ 
tor in w hatever i*4icy is adopted to­ 
ward the Iluerta g overnm ent on ac­ 
count of developm ents at Juarez and 
Chihuahua. 


Req uest Is Pointed. 
The demand that the soldiers at 
Juarez be court-m artialed and that the 
g uilty be punished is a much more 
pointed req uest than has hitherto been 
voiced by the American g overnm ent. 
Althoug h McDonald, who is Hissel’s 
fellow prisoner at Santa Roselia, Is 
reported to be an Eng lish subject, the 
dem ands for protection covered both 
m en. and the Am erican consul at Chi­ 
huahua was ordered to g o to the ex­ 
trem e of precaution to prevent harm 
from befalling the two mining men. 
Teleg ram s corroborating the reports 
of the shooting at Juarez wore r« » eeiv- 
ed at the state departm ent. 
T here is little Inform ation about the 
status of McDonald and Diesel. 
It appears th at they w ere en route 
to P arrel in an autom obile to bring 
out refug ees when arrested, a t Santa 
Rosalia. 
The machine was confiscated and 
the two men taken to the city of Ch'- 
huahua, when; news of their im pend­ 
ing fate w’as carried to the border by 
Americana.

Calumet, Mich., July ?S.—-Whhfttae 
will blow and call back to the copper 
m ines those employ ee of the com pa­ 
nies who are willing to work If the 
operators carry out the wishes of the 
sta te m ilitary airthorttles tn control of 
the strike zone. 
Decision to attem pt 
a g eoeral resum ption of work 
was 
reached at a conference between com­ 
pany representatives. 
Sheriff DanW 
Cruse and G eneral P. L. Abbey , tho of­ 
ficials pointing ont to the operators 
th a t wtth the entire org anized m ilitia 
of Michig an g uarding the Houg hton 
county m ines their req uests for pro- 
tection had been complied with and 
that the state could not afford to have 
the companion play a waiting g am e in 
an attem pt to "starve out" the union 
men. 
W hile this conference wos in ses­ 
sion, the union leaders were address­ 
ing a m ass m eeting of several thou­ 
sand men, women and children In a 
skating rink in Ixiurlum tf'g lng the 
men to stand fast. The meeting , which 
w-as tho larg est of its character in the 
history of the mines here, adopted a 
protest ag ainst the preeenoe of the 
troops in a com m unication addressed 
to Governor Ferris. 
This was ca r­ 
ried to lAtnsing by G. El Mahoney , 
vlet- president of the W estern Fed­ 
eration of Miners. 
It was adm itted by the operators 
th a t they will face a difficult task in 
g etting even the roost loy al of tholr 
em ploy es back to work. 
Pum ping was renewed at some of 
the mines, notably the W olverine and 
Quincy No. 8. shafts. No further trouble 
was experienced as a result of these 
activities and every shafthouse in the 
county 
contains 
a 
detachm ent 
of 
troops. The homes of mine m anag ers 
also are g uarded. 
Jam es A. W addell of New York, who 
represented the Gug g enheim interests 
during the copper mine strike in Utah 
several m onths ag o, arrived to take 
charg e of the com pany ’s lntenrats In 
this section. 
He said that it hud not 
been decided as y et w hether nonunion 
w orkers were to be broug ht here, but 
acknowledg ed that such action m ig ht 
be taken later. 
In view of the unrest In the iron 
mining distric t at Ishpem lng and No- 
g aunee and in Gog ebic county , and the 
possibility that the m iners of th at re 
g ion will ask for a consideration of 
their dem ands there., the g eneral be­ 
lief is th at federal troops will y et have 
to be broug ht into N orthern Michig an.

W omen opposed to suffrag e find that 
they ure working a t a disadvantag e, 
m ore particularly in try ing to prevent 
the passag e of a resolution for an 
am endm ent to the constitution allow­ 
ing women to vote. 
They find that 
many senators ami m em bers of the 
houso ure earnestly and outspokenly In 
favor of women suffrag e. 
Tho wives of senators and represent­ 
atives do not hesitate to proclaim their 
belief in women suffrag e. 
But sena­ 
tors and representatives who oppose 
suffrag e do not w ant "to g et mixed up 
In the controversy .” They do not w ant 
to Invito opposition from the suffra­ 
g ists in their home states and dis­ 
tricts. 
Nor will they perm it their 
wive« to become identified with the 
anti-suffrag e m ovem ent for the sam e 
reason. 
Other Handicaps. 
The antis also feel they have other 
handicaps. 
They are oblig ed to be 
“antis,” which in itself is not a g ood 
arg um ent w ith which to g o before con­ 
g ress. 
Then they cannot be so pro­ 
nounced, so m ilitant, so manlike in 
inarching , proclam ations, etc., and con­ 
seq uently are not creating as much no­ 
toriety or m aking them selves felt In 
any such wuy as their sisters who are 
out for vote« . 
There w as a tim e w hen any one would 
have laug hed at tlie idea of an am end­ 
m ent perm itting women to vote ever 
passing cong ress. 
And now, althoug h 
It req uires a tw o-thirds vote In each 
house, there Is q uite a likely ixissibU- 
lty of Its passing before the world 
g row s much older. 
Gave the Senate a Treat, 
One thing which the Bry an-Bristow 
affair accomplished and which m ust 
ho placed to the credit of th at episode: 
It g ave the senate n tre a t 
Not only 
the senate, hut tho people in the g al­ 
leries enjoy ed the privileg e of hearing 
and seeing Jam es H am ilton Lewis in 
action. 
"Seeing ” is used advisedly , 
for simply in hearing Lewis without 
seeing him one loses half of the reul 
entertainm ent thut g oes with u ”Jim 
H am ” 
perform ance. 
Lewis 
is 
the 
g reatest word Jug g ler thut ever uppear- 
ed in tho senate. 
Rhy thm ical sen­ 
tences pour forth like a w aterfall; ud 
joctlves g alore ure used to enforce 
every Idea. 
Sometimes tho Ideas g et 
lost in a maze of words. 
Lewis g ets out, but the listener is 
often lost in a laby rinth, from which 
ho em erg es long after the perform ance 
closes. 
It seems us thoug h Lewis took 
hundreds of words and tossed them in 
the air, kept them dancing from his 
ten ling er tips and from the points of 
his brilliant whiskers. 
With smiles, 
perfect 
g estures, 
with 
im m aculate 
adornm ent, he is easily the most pic­ 
turesq ue and interesting fig ure in the 
senate w hen he is speaking . 
And w hat is more to the point, his 
colleag ue» have already found him to 
be n brainy man and a g ood, level 
headed adviser 
Martino Wins. 
In his tig ht ag ainst washed money 
Senator M urtine has for a long tim e 
endeavored to have 587 letters from 
bankers protesting ag ainst tho sy stem 
printed In the Record. 
Senator Smoot 
stood g uard, and M artlne was finally 
compelled to pick out half a dozen and 
condense the ideas of the others, but 
in the end he had the preteat printed 
In the Record. 
His next move is to 
g et leg islative action doing aw ay w ith 
w ashed money . 
Warning the Ualleriea. 
Session after session of the senate 
tho presiding officer "w um s the g al­ 
leries.” 
W hen som ething occurs which 
causes laug hter or even applause, the 
vico president or the senator who may 
be In the chair solemnly announces 
that "applause or sig ns of approval or 
disapproval are not perm itted in the 
g alleries.”

alike: their Ideas, training , environ­ 
ment, make them dissim ilar.

cannot g o much too hig h for IJppitt. 
and It could be pared down to the bone 
for Jam es, and then some 
When they 
are In actlou one cannot but thiuk of 
the old tale of Jack and the g iant, 
althoug h there is no slaug hter in this 
ease.

Had Relatives in Northern Minnesota 
—Committed Suicide in Duluth 
Saturday 


Stephano Arbucci, who was found 
dead Saturday evening under the vi­ 
aduct approach to the Sixth avenue 
dock in Duluth, with 
four 
knife 
wounds in toe breast, one through 
the heart., is claimed by Brainerd po­ 
lice to have been in this city Thurs­ 
day. 
He acted queerly and hung around 
the depot. 
He came from Interna­ 
tional Falls. 
When he was ques­ 
tioned about the rifle he carried, he 
said he did not want to h u rt an y ­ 
body and he took the weapon and 
smashed it Fo pieces on the rails. 
The police considered him demen­ 
ted and kept him in the city lockup 
until evening train time, when he 
left for Duluth. 
He said he had a 
wife aud two children. 
Some of his 
wifes relatives live in 
a 
hamlet 
called Kitchi in northern Minnesota. 
He had $15 with him when in Brain­ 
erd. 
So far as known th e man had 
no relatives in this town or vicinity. 
The Duluth News-Tribune of Sun­ 
day has the following mention of the 
suicide: 
The body of Stephano 
Arbucci, 
age 40, a laborer, was found yester­ 
day under the viaduct approach to 
the Sixth avenue dock, 
with four 
knife wounds in the 
breast, 
one 
through the heart. 
When found by 
Thomas Cunningham, a longshore­ 
man, the body was still warm, and it 
was lying in a position th a t has led 
the police to believe that it is a case 
of suicide. 
In spite of the fact that Chief of 
Police Troyer 
believes the suicide 
theory to be the most plausible, no 
knife was found near the body, and 
it is certain th a t some one wras with 
Arbucci at th e time of his death. 
A noon edition of a local paper was 
found in his pocket. 
Arbucci was known to have been 
laboring under the 
delusion 
that 
some one was pursuing him, as he 
appealed 
to 
Patrolman 
Danielson 
Thursday night, and again Friday, 
telling him th at “ they were after 
him,” and th a t he “ wanted to find 
some place where he could sleep in 
peace and where they could not get 
him.”

When questioned by the officer he 
explained th a t he had had trouble 
with his wife’s relatives, living near 
Brainerd, and that they were trying 
to separate him from his wife and 
children.

means of two employment

checks found in his pocket. 
Both 
were from the Fedder agency, 511% 
Michigan street. 
Chief Troyer late last night started 
communication 
with th e Brainerd 
police, in an effort to locate relatives 
of Arbucci. 
He was a small, dark 
complexioned man, 
five feet

inches in height, and was dressed in 
a dark suit.

Additional remarks made at rail­ 
way meeting on Saturday night by 
various individuals, as reported by 
Mr. Wise: 


Former Mayor Edward Crust spoke 
as follows; 
In ail big batties it is customary 
to fire off the big guns first, and later 
to bring up the smaller ones— the 
reserve. 
And as I follow many bet­ 
ter speakers this evening, tonight is 
no exception to the rule. 
I am glad 
that I attended this meeting, for I 
have heard some good speeches on the 
subject in hand. 
However, I think after this the 
citizens of Brainerd can call their 
own meetings and pay for their own 
halls— it is not necessary for street 
railway companies to hire our halls. 
I think it wouid be right and proper 
that the Commercial club and the 
Booster club should have mass meet­ 
ings and discuss this matter through­ 
ly before granting a street railway 
franchise. 
It is unfortunate 
that 
th em is not a law whereby such im­ 
portant questions should go before 
the whole people to be voted on be­ 
fore they are decided. 
If I w'ere a member of the council, 
or an officer of the city I certainly 
should want to take time enough to 
be sure I was right before voting for 
or against this franchise. 
I am heartily in favor of a street 
railway and interurban lines con­ 
necting Brainard 
with the nearby 
towns, but I am not in favor of this 
franchise in its present form.
